Inths way are 
classified according to their composition, 
and also according to their suitability for 
certail: kinds of crops. Breeds of animals 
are classified from: various points of view, 
such as structure, atility, cost cf main- 
tenance, etc. Trees for shade purposes, 
and for fruit growing as will lend = them- 
selves to classitication, but in all cases 
the grouping muss be done by the pupils 
f their own anslytical com- 
parisons. Mistakes will be made, but all
